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DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Group A: Species I drawn to a cutter assembly with a cutting edge or Species II 
drawn to a cutter assembly with a cutting edge with a notch or Species III drawn to a 
cutter assembly with a cutting edge having crenations. 

Group B: Species IV drawn to a cutter assembly with a cutter aperture or Species V 
drawn to a cutter assembly with a cutter aperture having a barbed section. 

Group C: Species VI drawn to an introducer with a singe side aperture or 
Species VII drawn to an introducer with a plurality of side apertures. 

Group D: Species VIII drawn to hollow sheath inner diameter of introducer being 
0.001 inches to 0.1 inches or Species IX drawn to hollow sheath inner diameter of 
introducer being 0.0002 inches to 0.001 inches. 

Group E: Species X drawn to introducer side aperture with axial length of 1mm 
to 5mm or Species XI drawn to introducer side aperture with axial length of 2mm to 
3mm. 

Applicant should elect one species from Groups A through E. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
